Senator Bailey crossed the 
aisle and walked through the seats 
until lie w as facing Senator Beveridge. 
“Beveridge" he said, “I don’t w ant 
to have any trouble with you, but I 
w ant you to w ithdraw those words 
which charge me with m aking an un­ 
warranted attack upon Penfield.’' 
“I did not Intend to insult you." re­ 
plied Senator Beveridge, “and there is
